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ON “THE NEW RELIGION” 


Text: “The blind receive their 
sight, and the lame walk; the lepers 
are cleansed, and the deaf bear; the 


dead ure raised up, and the poor 
have the gospel preached unto 


them,’’—Matt. xi, 5. 


“Recently I was in conversation with 
a distinguished theologian, a man of 
very high repute in the councils of <angd 
church, and a teacher of great distinc- 
tion of theology,” said Dr. Broughton 
last night. “Among other subjects dis- 
cussed was the decline of religion, he 
contending that religion is on the de- 
cline. The decline of religion, accord- 
ing to his idea, is seen in the fact that 
there is a ‘growing dislike for theol- 
ogy, which is manifest both in the pul- 
pit with the pew.’ He declared that the 
conditions of life today are such as to 
reject a theological pulpit; that wherev~- 
er it is found it is unpopular with the 
pew, and fails to grip. 

“Another argument submitted by him 
is ‘the tendency of the pulpit toward 
utilitarianism: that everywhere the cry 
je for the réligion that gets hold of 
life: that mixes with everything with 
which humanity has to deal.’ 

“at first I was disposed to agree 
with this distinguished teacher. I 
knew that, as a matter of fact, there 
is a certain kind of decline in religk 
and religious affairs, but, after be- 
ing left alone I began to think seriously 
upon his argument. The more i 
thought. the more I saw. food for 
thought. His position had opened for 
me a new world—a world which de- 
manded careful investigation and seri- 
ous meditation; and it is the result of 
this investigation that I am concerned 
about at the present time. 

The Decline of Religion. 

still of the opinion that there 
is a decline of a certain kind in our 
religion. In some sections and among 
some churches there is a serious fail- 
ure in the expression of the religion 
which they profess, but I am also con- 
vineed that wherever this condition ex- 
ists it is because of the failure on the 
part of the churches to appreciate the 
real significance of the religion that 
Jesus Christ came “to set up. In the 
early part of his earthly ministry Jesus 
was interrogated by the disciples: of 
John concerning His messiahship. They 
went to him with the bold question, 
‘Art thou he that should come, or do 
we wait for another” And Jesus said 
to them, ‘Behold the things which ye 
do hear and see. The blind receive 
their sight, the lame walk; the lepers 
are cleansed and the deaf hear; the 
dead are raised up, and the poor have 
the gospel preached to them.’ 

“In this answer Jesus clearly re- 
veals the manner of the expression of 
His: religion. He does not say that 
this of itself is his religion, but, He 
uses it as an argument for his re- 
ligion. 

“Under the old 
not so. The religion which they had 
was distinctly a class religion. The 
poor and the needy had littie part in it. 
It expressed itself in forms and cere- 
monies, and there was little in it that 
touched life. 

‘hrist came to set up a new order, 
and the religion which He inaugurated 
was distinctly a religion of life, which 
and its expression in a life of service 
and ts expression in a life of service 
to humanity. 

“Now, wherever this idea of religion 
prevails, whether in the individyal, the 
church, or the community, there is no 
decline, but, on the other hand, there 
is a glorious, triumphant sweep. é 

“Pvery phase of life demonstrates 
that this is an age of utility. The 
gospel of human need is everywhere 
preached. If we look to the field of in- 
vention we find it. Every new in- 
vention, properig interpreted, is an 
evangel of the religion of Christ, and 
tends toward the expression of His 
religion. The classes have always been 
able to enjoy luxury. Travel and 
change of location and scenery has al- 
Ways been possible with the rich, but 
by the inventions of man the poorest 
are able to enjoy all its benefits. 

The Gospel of Unitarianism. 

“Some one has said that in the tenth 
century the countess of Anjou gave 
two hundred sheep, one load of wheat, 
one load of rye, and one load of miliet 
for a volume of sermons written by a 
German monk. ‘Now,’ continues the 
saine author, ‘our people buy the works 
of our greatest essayists, novelists and 
poets for one penny.’ The inventions. 
of man, directed by the spirit in the 
new religion, have made this possible. 

“The time was when only the rich, by 
expenditures of great sums of money, 
could adorn their homes with the 
genius of the masters, but now, by the 
inventions of man the humblest ‘can live 
under the inspiration of a Raphael, a 
Michael Angelo, or a Reubens. 

“ror a long time if one desired to 
see the Sistine Madonma he had to 
make his way tO Rome and then into 
the Sistine chapel, and there could stay 
for only a limited time; but, by the in- 
ventions of man this wonderful work 
of genius and soul can shed its in- 
fluence in almost any home of the 
land. ‘The Last Supper,’ that true 
work of a master hand, was painted 
upon the wall of a little chapel, which, 
during the days of the real decline of 
religion, when man’s taste had become 
depraved, was used as a horse stable, 
but with the revival of the true religion 
it was restored and brought back to

“Let not the teacher of theology, | 
therefore, think that because the church 
is not giving itself as much to the es- 
tablishment of its doctrines as in for- 
mer days, that it is declining, nor let 
him feel that because the world is not 
gripped by such exercises that these 
doctrines are losing their force. It is 
because of the new era in which we 
live. There is no depreciation of the- 
ology, provided it is the theology of 
the Bible. There never has been a time 
wien the old Book was as powerful as 
is today. The great Bible publish- 
ing houses tell us that it is almost im- 
possible for them to supply he de- 
mand for Bibles, in spite of the fact 
that the inventions of the age have 
made it possible for the Bible to be put 
out in the quickest time. In heathen 
countries it is also true. ~ne church 
cannot supply the translations neces- 
Sary to meet the demands of the hea- 
then people for the Bible. Ne, the 
Bible, blessed old book, has not lost its 
attractiveness. It is stil, in spite of 
th elnfidels and ckpetics, in the pulpit 
and out of it, the clear, unmistakable, 
eternal ‘Word of God,’ and wherever it 
is thus proclaimed, without compromise 
and without trimming, it i sa force for 
good never before realized. 

ane age in which we live, and which 
is, after all, the product of the fash- 
ioning hand of the head of the church, 
demands practice as well as precept. -

“I know that critics criticise the age 
as well as the church, because of its 
spirit of utility. They say that we are 
departing from the landmarks of the 
past, that the age of service has 
checked the progress of culture and 
refinement. In the realm of letters on 
this side the Atlantic they point us to 
Emerson, Lowell and Longfellow; an 
they truthfully say that tivy 
successors. On the other side they are 
mourning the loss of Browning, Rus- 
kin and Tenneyson. <A recent critic 
has said of Tenneyson. ‘Rising in the 
heavenly chariot out of the temple of 
song, he forgot to cast his mantle 
upon some waiting Elisha, and carried 
the garment into the realm beyond the 
clouds.’ 

“In the realm of music they say 
there has been a check. Wagner, 
Mendelssohn and Chopin are dead, a: 
no man is left to carry on their work. 
The master genius of today is he who 
is able most helpfully to reproduce the 
spirit of masters of the past. 

“In the department of statesmanship 
another hoiu-up is recorded and la- 
mented over—no more Jeffersons or 
Giadstones. In the department of ora- 
tory is a like realization of the insuf- 
ficiency of our time. With the passing 
of Beecher, Brookes, Spurgeon and 
Parker went the last of the great pul- 
pit pyrotechnics whose words flashed 
the light of truth across the world of 
darkness. 

“What does all this mean? The fair, 
honest student must admit that there 
is much truth in the charges made by 
the critics when they declare that this 
age of practical humanity is not pro- 
ducing masters in the realm of the so- 
called “finer arts.” But does it argue 
that we are retrograding because this 
is true? I do not think so. In every 
age there is a zenith reached. In s0me 
given line, and in the reaching of that 
zenith all the powers of the age are 
utilized to help bring it about. Con- 
sequently there is much neglect on other 
lines, lines which are equally as import- 
ant and oftentimes more so. This was 
true of the age of art, music, literature 
and oratory. What the world needs 
now, and what God wants is attention 
paid to the neglected lines of life, 
which, in almost every instance, tend 
in the direction of the poor and the

I saw 
the oil running and was told of its 
thousands of blessings to humanity in 
every walk of life; how it lights 
houses and cities, runs machinery, 
speeds great locomotives across the 


country without soot or smoke; and I

ly, surely, he who made it possible by 


_invention and the knowledge of sci- 


ence to bring all tais to pass was more 
than a poet, more than a philosopher, 
for he was putting sentiment § into 
service and philosophy into action; but 
he was doing. more than that. He was, 
though perhaps unconscious of it, 
working out a part of the great plan 
and purpose of the religion of Jesus 
Christ which has for its temporal ob- 
ject the happiness and the blessing of 
the man in need.’ 
Let Religion Be Appled. 

“In view of these things, what is our 
final word concerning the decline of the 
religion of Christ? Where it is true it 
iS either because of a narroW and con- 
tracted view of religion, or because it 
is not given the opportunity necessary 
for it to demonstrate itself in the con- 
duct of the age. For our réligion to 
flourish, it must be given the true 
sphere, which is finished only when the 
last human need is supplied, 

“For religion not to decline it must 
be applied to all forms of physical need. 
Surely the church must keep pace with 
the progress of the age, Surely it can- 
not sit still while on évery hand civil- 
ization is tending toward furnishing 
help to: the needy. 

“Should one be sick, he should Nave 
the opportunity of applying to the 
church. Should he be in need of work, 
some arrangement there should be for 
furnishing it. Should his heart be sor- 
rowing, the church should stand ready 
to share with his sorrow. There is no 
use talking about preaching the gospel 
of salvation from sin and hell with any 
hope of great success to the man whose 
back is bare and whose feet are sore. 

‘Sam Sadley, that great Christian phi- 
losopher, and superintendent of the old 
Jerre Macauley Rescue Mission in New 
York, once said in a very earnest ad- 
dress, on ‘How to Reach the Needy,’ 
‘when a man comes to you who has not 
had anything to eat for three or four 
days, don't begin talking repentance 
and faith to him; hit him in the stom- 
ach with a loaf of bread, and then he 
will hear you talk religion.’ 

“Oh that those words could be heard 
and heeded from one side of this coun- 
try to the other! What a change there 
would be in the success of the church. 

“We have no right to sit still while 
the state or some society of benevolent 
people administers to the needy. Thank 
God for. what they have done, but our 
Lord wants that His church shall do 
these things in His name, and whenever 
we fail to do it, however much good on 
other lines we may accomplish, we fai! 
to place the crown upon the head that 
deserves it. 

“Again it must’ be applied to all forms 
of mental need, The church that would 
keep pace with the age in which we 
live will be on the lookout for chances 
for mental development. It can give the 
only true education. Where Christ js 
left out there is no true mental prog- 
ress, and God intends that His churen 
shall be foremost in carrying forward 
the movements that tend toward the 
mental emancipation of the race. ‘his 
it is to do as an institution. It- mus: 
in itself be educational. The hundred: 
and thousands who are in touch with it 
must know that they can get there thant 
which they cannot get elsewhere. in 
every community where the poor are 
found it is to be found the brightest 
and best intellects that the world has 
got, but they are pinned down by pov- 
erty. They cannot give themselves to 
study. They have to work. The church 
that properly regards its mission and 
their interest will give itself to the 
discovery of these bright intellects and 
to such methods @s will furnish them 
with the training that they need. There 
is no preaching to them about the 
‘friendship of Jesus,’ when they know 
that they have brains which throb with 
gray matter that wou.d bless the word 
if they only had a chance for develop- 
ment, and nothing is done to  MNelp 
them. 

“It must also be applied to govern- 
ments. No man can divorce his religion 
from his politics. If he prays, “hy 
kingdom come’ he must ever Keep its 
eye open in this direction. It must so 
teach and instruct that its influence 
will go in the direction of the purity 
——— and the righteousness of 


‘But finally it must be applied in ‘tie 
direction of soul salvation. Surely the 
gospel of salvation is the gospel that 
jesus preached. Before him was 
stretched out a great world of lost souls 
and while he came to inaugurate a re- 
ligion that would bless life, He caffe 
likewise to inagurate a religion that 
would save for the life to come. Let to 
has done his 
Master's will when he has fed the 
hungry, healed the sick, and comforted 
the sorrowing. He has done it in part; 
but sec long as he failg to look to the 
cross and receive from it itg regenerat- 
ing power. He has not fulfilled the will 
of his Lord.

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CONGRESS ON WATERWAYS: 


Official Call for Meeting in Wash-« 
ington December 46. : 
Cincinnati, Ohio, October 27.—The of- 
ficial caH for the meeting of the Na- 
tional Rivers and Harbors congress has 
been sent out by President Ransdell, 
of Louisiana, and Secretary BDllison, of 
this city. The congress will assemble 
at the New Willard, in Washington, on 
Decemper 4, adjourning on the evening 
of December 6. It wil be the fourth 
meeting of the congress and the second 
since its reorganization. 

The call is specific in its declaration 
that no special project for river or for 
harbor improvements will be advocated 
or even considered by the congress and 
that it will stand only for a broad and 
liberal policy by the national govern- 
ment for all such improvements as 
have been favorably considered by the | 
board of engineers of the army and ° 
by the board recommended to the con- 3 
gress of the United States. ; 

It is the design and purpose of the’ 
National Rivers and Harbors congress 
to demand that a more HNberal propor- 
tion of the revenue of the government } 
derived from commerce shall be ex-# 
pended in the interest of commerce in 
improving the national channels of 
trade and transportation, the amount 
heretofore appropriated for such im- 
provements having been about ghree 
per cent. 

All preparations hare been made at 
Washington, and it is expected that the 
congress will be more largely attended 
than any preceding meeting and main- 
ly because of its openly announced 
program that it stands for a policy and 
for no special project.

Some have 
sought to relate the selling price to 
some assumed basis of the cost of pro- 
duction, and in some way to. compel 
the market to respond to such basis 
so that there might be a profit in cot- 
ton growing for every farmer. 

It has taken some years to convince 
the prime movers in these efforts that 
it is practically jmpossible to determine 
on a fixed basis of cost, or of ‘intrin- 
Sic value” or anything of the sort. ‘“ 
trinsic value’ refers only to the 
to which a marketable article or 
uct is put and has no relation to fig- 
ures, or dollars and cents. The cost of 
production varie®S one year with an- 
Other; it varies in different states; it 
varies in different sections of the same 
State; but, inore than all, it varies on 
different farms, Perhaps it would be 
better to say that the cost of produc- 
| tion varies according to the skill and 
intelligence of the farmers who pro- 
duce. It is at last a question more of 
the man tham of the land. In other 
words, ‘‘there’s more in the man than 
there is in the land.’’

The specific treatment for this 
disease is the giving of {| [-2 to 2 1-2 
drams (teaspoonfuls) of lodide of potas- 
sium (according to size of cow), dis- 
solved in water and given once a day 
In the course of eight or ten days there 
will appear the peculiar signs of the 
iodide. which consists in the skin be- 
coming scurfy, weeping from the eyes 
ahd nose and loss of appetite. When 
these symptoms appear you Should stop 
the medicine for a few days and then 
begin again with the same dose. It wil! 
require from three to six weeks’ treat- 
ment. Some cows do not respond to this 
treatment, but most of them do.
